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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . In response to the Office Action mailed 20 November 2008, applicant submitted a 
response filed 17 March 2009, in which the applicant amended claims 22-43 and 57-69 without 
adding new matter. Claims 71 and 72 have been added. 

The aforementioned claim amendments were sufficient to overcome the previous 35 
U.S.C. §101 rejections made in the prior Office Action dated 20 November 2008. Therefore, the 
rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-72 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The previous Office Action contained only 35 U.S.C. §101 rejections, which were 
overcome in the current amendments filed 17 March 2009. The Office Action from 20 
November provides reasons for allowance, which primarily points to applicants' remarks filed 22 
July 2008 for sufficiently discussing the differences between the pending claims and the cited 
prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
